* Many of the inmates helped 
in the preparation of the camp, 
painting and preparing the 
barracks which used to house 
almost 400 Jamaican cane 
cutters. 

The buildings have been 
leased from Sugar Cane 
Growers Cooperative for a cost 
of $1 per year for the first three 
years and then $150,000 for the 
next two years. 

"There isn't any tax dollars 
that have been invested in this 
project," said Wille. The funds 
were raised through the 
sheriff's office's forfeitures fund 
and a government matehing 
grant. 

"Up until now, we haven't had 


а lot of success in the criminal 
justice system,” Wille said. "We 
have been pretty much a 
revolving door system.”

Pahokee fields!" Golden corn, 
that is, and this years' crop is 
one of the best seen in years, 
according to Crew Leader 
William Smith "Red", at a local 
farm'in Pahokee. 

Mr. Smith's (Red's) crew 
broke a record this week in 
crating 12,113 crates of the 
corn in just one day. Red said, 
"Even with a 45 minute delay 
due to rain we managed to

Which record you might ask? 

Red said, "The one we set the 
last time when we we crated 
11,300 which was the previous 
record daily harvest in corn. 

Hugh Branch, Inc. graded the 
corn at 9396 with an average of 
49 ears per crate. That's one 
more than U.S.D.A. standards 
require. 

We started about daylight 
and finished about 5:45 p.m., 
even with the 45 minute rain 
delay.

I can tell you 
anything you want to know 
about corn and the fields. 

" Even though I don't have a 
formal education, I am doing 
well and I'm doing what I love 
to do. Anyone who is willing to 
work can make something of. 
themselves and I'm proud to be 
a part of the Glades. This is my 
home, it's my life!" 

The crew of about 30-35 
people work together and seem 
to really enjoy themselves while 
they work. Everybody was 
laughing and joking the whole 
day while they were busy 
mining Pahokee's gold. 

When asked, one of the 
workers packing corn said she 
made $140 on the record day. 
She said,"That's bringing home 
the bacon, honey!" 

The owners of the farm, who 
asked not to be identified, said 
they wanted the credit for the 
harvest to go where it belonged. 

"We want the workers who do 
the work to get all the credit. 
Red's crew is the best and he 
believes in everyone of them 
and they believe in him."
